FOUR KILLED BY CAVE-IN 
IN MINE NEAR LEADVILLE 


Accident Occurs When Blasts Are 
Set Off; Rescuers Seek 
Imprisoned Men.

LEADVILLE, Colo., June 7.— 
Four men were killed and six in- 
jured early today in the cave-in of 
part cf the lower tunnel of the 
Climax molybdenum mine, 12 
miles northeast of Leadville. 
The Climax is the largest mine 
of its kind in the United States. It 
is at an altitude of 12,000 feet and 
employes 200 men in the mine and 
mill 
Supt. W. J. Coulter said the men 
were setting off blasts of dynamite 
when the collapse occurred. dt 
had not been determined how far 
back in the workings the miners 
were at the time of the cave-in. 
The rescue crew of more than 
100 men werked to reach other en- 
tombed miners. 
The cave-in occurred at 6 a. m. 
There were 10 men-in the mine at 
the time. The cause of the cave-in 
was not determined.

Mrs. Davis had obtained a per- 
mit to hold the meeting to protest 
against the prosecution of two, 
white women, two white men and 
two Negroes as communists and 
inciters of insurrection at Atlanta, 
Ga. The American Legiog joined 
the city officials in opposition to 
the meeting. 

The permit for ‘the meeting was 
revoked, and Davis and Johnson 
were arrested after they went to 
the city hall in an effort to get the 
permit restored.

WASHINGTON, June 7.— The 
acute question of whether the Sen- 
ate Lobby Committee has Bishop 
James Cannon in a hole, or wheth- 
er the Bishop has the committee 
in a hole continued to be _ the 
most absorbing topic of cloakroom 
debate at the Capitol today, as the 
committee awaited the return of 
Chairman Caraway to decide upon 
its future course. 

Senators Walsh and Blaine main- 
tain their conviction that by walk- 
ing out of the committee room 
Thursday and refusing to answer 
questions, the Southern Methodist 
prelate placed himself in contempt 
of the Senate, Others are equally 
convinced that the Senate is in con- 
tempt of the Bishop, and that un- 
less drastic measures are employed 
to bring him to time, it will also 
be in contempt of the public. 

Bishop Embarrassed Senators. 

There is no doubt that the 
Bishop's beld stroke in taking the 
offensive has precipitated a situa- 
tion that is embarrassing numer- 
ous Senators. Many on the Re- 
publican side are reluctant to Sup- 
port the committee in an inquiry 
designed to disclose the use of 
Republican campaign funds in 
1928, and many dry Southern 
Democrats are fearful of doing 
anything that might offend the 
Anti-Saloon League and the Meth- 
odist Church, South. 

Because of the powerful influ- 
ence which Cannon wields through 
the dry and religious organiza- 
tions, any motion to cite him for

The situation is further compli-

They think that public opinion 
eventually will do more to discredit 
him and destroy his power than 
any amount of investigation or 
prosecution.

Cannon's Persecution Charge.

When his customers 
pressed him for their securities he 
stalled them off with promises 
and quieted their suspicions by 
paying the interest coupons out of 
his pocket. Eventually he came 
to the end of his rope.” 


Berryhill intained his margi- 
nal account atthe brokerage house 
of Knight, Dysart & Gamble. 


Thomas N, Dysart, vice president of 
the firm, said he and his associates 
believed that Berryhill was using 
his own property when he brought 
bonds into their office to bolster 
up his account.

Instead of a room for every 
child, I would rather see houses that are 
overflowing with children and mirth and 
happiness. They are hére in St. Louis 
and in every lafge city, but they never 
make the front page of a big city daily. 

And why? Has not the home destroy- 
ing element held full sway in the press 
of. our country long enough? Aren’t we 
tired of divorce and discord, gang kill-

receive 10 cents or less per copy in 
place of the 37% cents to which he 
has been accustomed. 

“Publishers have recognized a 
growing demand for books at pop- 
ular pricés and new outlets for 
their distribution, and have provid- 
ed popular reprints of recently pub- 
lished books at lew prices to meet 
this demand. This plan has justi- 
fied itself, but to extend the field to 
new books, many of which are is- 
sued for special groups of readers, 
is at best a hazardous experiment. 
While it might seem that the read- 
ing public will benefit, it is our 
‘opinion that the final results of 
such a step will tend toward more 
standardized books of the sc-called 
‘best-seller types.” and that, in the 
long run, both discriminating read- 
ers and literature itself will suffer. 
Mass production has lowered costs 
in certain industries without sub- 
stantially impairing the quality of 
the produce, but individual books 
must be merchandized as individ- 
ual. units, and therein the book 
business is unique. Book prices are 
not today disprcportionately high; 
they are absurdly low when com- 
pared with the ccst of amusements, 
all the way from theaters and night 
clubs to golf and tennis. Nor is it 
necessary to resort to statistics to 
discover the relative popularity of 
candy, tobacco, bridge, radio—and 
bcoks. The amouat allotted in the 
average budget to the purchase of 
books is negligible when set against 
the figure expended for pleasures 
of ephemeral duration. 

“In short, we do not hold that

QUOTES WASHINGTON 
‘TO JUSTIFY ACTION 


Declares Compliance Would 
Mean. Production of In- 
mon to Negotiations.

that all documents having to do 
with the London naval treaty be 
delivered to the Senate Fcreign Re- 
lations Committee,

be contrary 4o the: public interest 
and “materially impair the possi- 
bility of future successful negotia- 
tions between this Government and 
other nations.” 
“Making. this Serta hg Secretary 
of State Stimson said “No .con- 
cealed understandings” were in- 
volved in the treaty and no com- 
mitments whatever had been en- 
‘tered into except as they appear 
in the language of the pact itself. 
He described as nonsénse any 
implications that “these confiden- 
tial papers are being kept confi. 
dential in order to cover up some 
secret understanding or scme mis- 
take or indiscretion of the Amer- 
ican delegates.” 
Submits Memorandum. 


Senator Johnson, who is opposing 
the ratification of the arms limita- 
tion agreement, had asked the 
State Department through Chair- 
man Borah of the committee for 
“all letters, papers, documents, tel- 
egrams, dispatches and ccmmunica- 
tions of every sort leading up to or 
relating to the London conference 
and London treaty.” 

Stimson gave his reply to Borah 
in person late yesterday and sub- 
mitted as well a “confidential 
memorandum” which ehe said 
would answer so far as possible the 
questicns asked by Johnson.
